BRE8T, Feb. 20.— Brest may not be 
the beat military base in the world, 
but it ie far from the worst,

An investigation, conducted under

charges that B rest is a “pest hole” 
or that the men are victims of mis­ 
management. 
It is true that in com­ 
mon with much of W estern France 
there is n superabundance of mud but 
this is due to clim atic and geological 
conditions. 
This could not he avoid­ 
ed, as Brest was selected as a base 
because of strategic and geographical 
reasons. 
Reports of 
shocking 
food 
and sanitary conditions are unfound­ 
ed, according to inhabitants 
of

camp them selves. 
Rumors are

oeen circulated in the United States 
th at 3000 American soldiers died 
in 
Brest during Septem ber and October 
of last year. 
The facts are, according

home—was established, up to the first 
of the present month, there were 1211 
deaths from all causes.

Iii addition the prince,

sculptor of international 
fame, 
will 
have a number of his notable bronzes 
sent as a loan exhibit in connection 
with the Russian pictures. 
The Russian canvases were part of 
the well known Havens collection of 
Oakland and were secured by Mr. Mil­ 
ler at the same time that the Golden 
Gate Park Museum secured others of 
the Havens pictures. 
They represent 
the finest work of recent Russian 
artists and were the Government Ex­ 
hibit at the St. Louis Fair in 1904. 


Such pictures by Keith should never 
leave California, unless it be to in­ 
terpret California to the world, and 
Mr. Miller is fortunate in having been 
able to procure this splnedid specimen 
of Keith's art for his wonderful Mis­ 
sion Inn collection of pictures.

On the left giant trees, j 
typically Keith in coloring, give con-j 
trast to the warm glow of the moun-i 
talus farther away. 
The real glory of the picture, how­ 
ever. is the great mass of mountains, 
snow-covered and dim in the sunlit 
mist, that occupy the upper part of the 
picture, in the distance.

T. Ishida, m anaging director of the 
Ocean T ransport Company will prob­ 
ably be nam ed m anaging director and 
auditor of the new corporation, which 
will be called the Taiyo Raison Kai- 
sha or Ocean Steam ship Co., and will 
deal exclusively with freight. 
The new firm, which will have its 
head office at Robe, will have a capi­ 
tal of 20,000.000 yen. It has the back­ 
ing of the R atsuda Steam ship Com­ 
pany and the Ocean Transport Com­ 
pany, both large concerns with head 
offices in Robe. 
It will 
put 
eight 
large freighters in the trans pacific 
trade, six of 10,000 deadweight tons 
each and two of 
5,000 
each. 
This 
fleet which will aggregate some 70,- 
000 tons will be completed 
for 
the 
m ost part this year at a cost of some­ 
thing like 40,000.000 yen.

How It la officially announced that 


the American soldiers are to be with­ 
drawn from North Russia as soon as 
Weather conditions permit, and that 
meantime the lines of communication 
necessary to their safety will be kept 
open. 
Senator Borah issued a state­ 
ment that the credit for this change 
of policy is due to Senator Hiram 
Johnson. 
There will be no disputing this as­ 
signment of credit. 
But it is even 
more interesting to see how it was 
done. Senator Johnson has not par­ 
ticularly opposed any American pol­ 
icy in Russia, 
He has merely been 
persistent in inquiring what was that 
policy. He has not even argued very 
strongly that the policy should he 
one of non-interference. 
Doubtless, 
indeed, if there was a reason for in­ 
terference, if it was our business, and 
if Congress were apprised of the rea­ 
son, and of the considerations which 
made it our business, Senator John­ 
son would vote as readily as anybody 
for that interference. He did vote 
for entering the European war, on 
such a showing, and there is no im­ 
plication that he would hesitate to 
vote for entering the Bolshevik war, 
if there were a like shorting. 
His 
argumenta for getting out of Russia 
were all predicated on the absence of 
such a showing. 
And he demon­ 
strated that lack by constant inter­ 
pellations. seeking to learn what is 
the Russian policy. 
Answer being al­ 
ways refused, he then asserted that 
there is no such policy, and demanded 
therefore that the troops be with­ 
drawn. 
Faithfully 
the 
administra­ 
tion senators voted him down, but al­ 
ways more weakly, until finally the 
rote was so close that the Vice-Presi­ 
dent had to break a tie. Then, ra­ 
ther than answer the question as to 
what we are doing in Russia, the an­ 
swer was made that we are going to 
quit doing it. 
"It was a victory of persistent pub­ 


licity,” says the Fresno Republican, 
"and it accomplished something much 
more than its immediate aim of get­ 
ting out those particular troops. 
It 
established the principle that there 
must he no policy which can not 
Stand questioning. 
For the questions 


are going to he asked, and if they are 
not answered the silence is going to 
be made very audible, which is pre­ 
cisely the beginning of responsibility 
in a free government. The people, 
through their representatives, are en­ 
titled to know what is doing, and 
why. 
Whatever they cannot know 


about is not going to he very safe or 
popular to do. 
"It Is a salutary dose of ‘pitiless 
publicity.’ ”

REDUCING THE COTTON 
CROP 


The rest of the country hardly 


knows what to make of the southern 
movement to cut down the cotton 
crop. 


In Texas, the greatest of the cotton 


states, representatives of agricultur­ 
al, commercial, industrial and finan­ 
cial interests have united in issuing 
a call for a general meeting to be 
beld at New Orleans on Washington’s 
birthday, for the purpose of planning 
an effort to reduce one-third of the 
cotton acreage in all the southern 
states. Feb. 22 is to be designated 
aa "pledge day,” and the governors 
of the cotton states are to be asked 
to urge their fanners to plant only 
two-thirds as much cotton as last 
year. 


In so far as this movement is for 
the purpose and has a tendency of 
creating a more diversified system of 
tam ing in the South, it is to be en­ 
couraged, 
of 
course. 
The 
other 


stales will welcome the production of 
more grain and meat in the cotton 
belt, and the South itself is certain 
to benefit by it. But In so far as the 
limiting of the cotton acreage is 
meant to force high prices for cotton 
by artificially causing a short crop, 
It to short sighted and selfish, and 
cannot win approval anywhere out­ 
side of the states immediately con­ 
cerned.
